Dear Miss Cox: 


The Arabic silver coins that the Crusaders might have 
been familiar with would have been Seljuke or Ayyube coins, with 
possibly now and then coins of the last remnant of the Abbasides; 
The first two would have undoubtedly been the commonest. The Sel- 
jukes were to the north and the Auuubes to the south. Both were 
prosperous nations, going strong, and their silver was in good 
shape. I am telling you all this as I can find nowhere any chemi- 
cal analysis of the coins of that period. I have looked at our 
coins both before, then and efter and everyone is well made, good 
weight and the silver appears to be good looking. Therefore, I 
should judge that the silver in them was at least 90%, probably 
95 ora little more. As a matter of fact, all of the Nohammeden 
silver from the beginning up to the time of Tamerlane and the 
Ottoman Turks, who put things on the blink, was of good metal, ex- 
cept in one or two out of the way instances on the northern or 
far eastern outskirts; while most of the Euronean silver was at 
that time, as Robertson says, “"terrible"§ Will this do, or do 
you think some Mohammedan coin of the time should be assayed? 
Personally I don’t think it will do much good. ©
